RUSSIA'S CHINESE POLICY. 

The following tetter appeared in’ a recent 
issue of the Glebe:— 

-Sir,—I notice in your edition of to- night fA 
short article entitled “Russian and’ New- 
chwang,” and I take it that most of your readers 
have taken note of the article in question n’se, 


it does not, however, place the situation by any. i 


; means as forcibly before the public as the 
pravity ofthe case warrants. To-day there are’ 
hree Powers haying uphi!l work in their efforts 
to get even with Russia; not Grew Brilain 
alone, by any means, Great, Britain may 
appear to be acting alone, but this is not sa; 
she bas, as all’ the world knows, repeatedly 
arranged a treaty with China involving the 
freedom of Manchurian poris, but when it 
has: been presented at Peking the Chinese 
authorities have. invariably employed some 
device to nullify the : objectionable fea. 
tures, The other,-day it was given out 
that the treaty had been ratified, but the 
encroachment’ on Russia's possessions was 
not w part of it, This country concluded to 
stick to her own sphere as of more-impartance 
than speculative ventures,-“The United States 
and Japan, acting in conjunction, have applied 
for the “same privileges in Manchuria, The 
wisdom of the United States in taking Japan 
4s a partner in an enterprise of this sort, is, of 
‘course, open to-diubt, but that is none of our 
affuir, Japan is a most gallant liule nation, 
and entitled to the hightest consideration all 
the world over, but in seeking port privileges 
the object ought to be to divest the effort of all 
obstacles likely to cause friction. Japan is not 
an idolvof worship to China by any means, and 
it is difficult to imagine anything that can so 
violently stir the blood of Russia, For many 
months past there has been a smouldeting con- 
flict between Russia and Japan, and, if reports 
‘from the Far Enst.are to be believed, if may 
soon develop into an open fight. The tatest 
news has it that 150 Russian -soldiers have 
crossed the Yalu to’ the Coyean side of the, 
tver, a ‘clear violation of the solemn pledges. 
given recently .to Japan, though this trans- 
Yalu invasion has bcen reported several times 
before. 

‘The Japanese | Covernment js said to have 
re-ponded to the ilmost unanimous appeals of 
the Japanese, and to be about to stricke a blow. 
While this must be accepted with a few grains 
of allowance, it goes to show that Japan is not 
likely to be of much assistance in an effort ta 
obtain treaty privileges in Manchurian ports 
from Chiea, tis not surprisiog, therefore, 
that China has recently rejected that feature of 
Fthe ‘treaty submitted’by the allies,’ There can, 
“be no doubt that China feolishly, or otherwise, 
‘yegards Russia as her cnly protector. Perhaps 
the fact that Russia has so much of her terri- 
tory already has something to do with it.: 
Russia, having enough, may not be 80 anxious 
to want what remains, At any rate, ¢ ‘verything | 
of importarice done by China is believed to be 
thriugh the advice of Russia, ‘and this, most 
likely, is so. it is the old story of making to, 
oneself friends with the mammon of unrighte- 
ousness.— Yours faithfully, JOHN COCKERTON.

PROF, SIMPSON ON “FOODS; © 
"In the course of a series of articles on this 
wbject,, Prof. W. J. Simpson deals with the” 
itéstion of fond and generat principles of diet, 
n the course of which he states:—In countries 
which -are- ‘hot, i in which anima!s are scarce 0 
liable to . parasitic disease, -where oxen, are 
valuable as beasts of burden, and where fruits 


jand vegetables are abundant, the inhabitants 


as arule live mainly on a vegetable, diet. In 
India there are Hindoos who take no animal 
food beyond that of milk and gh ghee, which is a 
form of melted butter. Thereareotherswho take: 
fish andeggs, and others who eat certain kinds 
of meat,-but abstain from eating beef or ‘pork, 
Though cereal grains asa rule form the chie! 
foods of the: inhabitants of hot countries,’ 
tice being the -staple food wherever there 
is plenty. of water: and rain, still there 
are large . populations even in hot climate: 

whose food is of an animal nature 
In cold countries, where different conditions, 
prevail, the inhabitants are chiefly meat- seaters, 
and the colder the'climate the more ail is 
added to the food. ‘The K:quimatix are an 
‘animal. feeding people, and eat large quantities 
af fat, which. supply fuel (o keep up the 
lem perature of the body under corditions of 
intense cold, Time crystallises these customs 
into fixed habits, which cannot be readily 
changed ‘without tisk of: injury to health. 

“Meat-eaters are likely to suffer if they suddenly 
change into grain-caters, and vice ver.d, grainy 
eaters suffer if they change to meat-eaters, 
The large quantities of starchy food which 
grain- enters consume and experience po difh- 

culty in digesting would bs injurious to a meat: 

eater, while the less bulky but more nutritious 
fuod of the: meat-eater would not satisfy 
the- hunger of a grain-eat‘r or fruitarian, There 
is an absolute necessity of modifying the die 
to suit it ta the physiological requirements o! 
‘Varying climates. Distegard of this law has 
had many an illustration as its sesulis, In the 
first Burmese war, for six anda half months 
the troops -were fed on salt rations almost ex- 

clusively, and 48 per cent. of them perished 
within ten months, principally of scorbutic 
dysentery, while in the regiment of the Camer- 

onian 700 out of 909 were invalided from the 
same cause in two months.

The defect likely™o be in the dict of a Euro- 
‘pean in the Tropics is that itis too nitrogenous 
and fatly. The European has been : ccustomed 
to animal food, which mainly consists of nitro- 
Reqous substanges and fats, and, there is a 
tendency: to continue these in the sume pro- 
portions as before, Too much meat is taken, 
which places a strain on the excretory organs, 


and causes disorder of the digestive functions. |, 


The liver and kidneys become congested ; fer. 
mentation, catarrhs and dyspepsia are set up, 
accompanied by fever and a certain amount of 
full-bloodedness which: predisposes to 'sun- 
stroke, Such unhealthy conditions should be 
rectified by a reduction in the amount of animal 
food and a thore liberal allowance of vegetable 
food, which supplies the necessary constituents 
in a Jess stimulating form more suited to a 
climate in which congestion of the abdominal 
vis« era is especially apt to occur, 

In the Tropics, where the temperature | is 
‘nearly as high and sometimes higher than that 
f the bodily temperature, there is not the 
sane uecessily for fatty foods as in colder 
climates, and the substitution of fruits and | 
farinaceous substances for oleagipous articles 
will not only be more grateful to the taste but 
will prevent intestinal disorders which, under 
the circumstances, are likely to be ‘produced, 
by a diet which is tawivty. I would bea 
nistike, however, to exclude meat altogether 
from the diet, and in the case of spi ciat hard 
‘work outdoors meat may be in cree ee in the 
diet with advan-age. | 

All carbobydrates ‘are converted into glucose 
hefore absorytion, and in this form are more 
readily nelabalised than fats or athbuminates. 
Onwing to the ease with which they sre oxidised 
the curbon us easily hberated for tls purposes 
of energy, and wih fess praduction of .nernal 
heat. For this reason the, are a most valuable 
factor for the production of energy in the 
Tropics, as they, impose. less. labour on the 
organs of digestion, The cereals indigenous 
lo the Tropics, ‘such as’ maiza, ‘rice ‘and® the
